Tue =hips of the Bpamiards were now undis.
puted mastors of the ancaorexe; only the two
flunting aouks und thé bosls wiich had beon
sunk seinsinen, besides a few towboats, Slowly
the Bpatash sbhips begun to move (o thelr place
—the Numancia, Resolucion, Vila de Madrd
Bianea, Vencedora, Paguele de Maute, an! the
deagateh boat o tae Nwnancor had thelr stesm
up. The Berenguela and the other smuller eraft
remiined ut anohor among the groups of prize
vosscls, A liltle belove eisut o'clock the Nue
yadnoia stenmed slowiy and wa estically aoross
the harbor; sho stopped ut a di-tance o1 a mle
from the shore, und at ten minutes before eight
fired the two guns which were to serve asa

At eight minutes past 0 A, M, the Blawecn
opened fire on e Custom Houve with the shont
"Il..on live the Quewn " jullo veild immediately
atter by the Vita de Madrid, 1t seems that this
houoy had been shown to the heroes of the fight
of Abtuo a8 4 reward 1or tukine asmall Cailan
stonmer, But wilh such a convenlent target as
the warchouses o' Valparaso, caly four huono-
dred melres distant, the Spaumrds fired much
better thun they did at Abwwo. Almost every
second a dense cloud of duse appeared above the
roos and walls, showing the edzct ol well-wimed
missiles, The solid sbot lrom the rifled guns of
the Villa de Madeid penetraled the air with a
terrible whnetling sound, Occasionally we could
eee whiote smoke, and soon atter fames, chused
by the exploslon of shells; however, many of

officers or the Bourd of Healtn,

Dr. Hmrrie bastened 1o the couch of the
patient, and having verifiead the cnse a4 one of
nndoubted cholora, instructed Drs, Smith and
Bouthwick, of Bellevae Hospial, to attend the
womay during the night, and ordered tnat the
bouse be thoroughly ventilated, and that car
ponic sold uod salts of fron be employed as dis
Infectants, Dr. Harrie made & second visit to
the place yesierday worning, end ijound che
womaun ﬂuarer. the crompa having coused Lo
annoy her. Last cvening Mis, Coyle was alive,
but no hopes o1 her recovery were entertained,

Mrs, Coyle s a witrze of Treland, azed aboat
a6 vears,  Her husband is o seaman, snd arrived
home *rom u voyage on We Inesday night, She
moved into the apactments where she linzers on
May-day, and urst busied hersell in cleanlog
and whitewasbing the plwee; and it s prooable
that oxcessive exertion chirew her into cholera.
The house 18 u reur tenement-house of (he
mrgest cluss, nud is tenan ed by about one bua.
dred persons,

Sanitary Superintendent Dslton  has not
deemed it prudent to remove the unialected
tonants of the house to the Babtory Bartncks, as
there are vacant rooms in the baildine, into
whieh familics can move while their apartments
are being ventiiated and cleansed,  Mrs, Coyle's
two htile children bave been taken away by

tumilies, only three dwelt ln the bullding, He
indigrantly deuies the ndsertion that the place
is dirty, and asserts that he bas panted snd
whitewashed 1he premises withio s month. Mr,
Jenkins al=o makes o remarkasble stutement con-
cerning the conauct of an allopathic physician
who met a homaoprthic physician in bis house,
the substance of whieh 8 thal the latter was
doiug quite well when the former eotered, and
that the allovathic physican, with & carae,
kieked over the medicine of the homwopatnist,
and generally misbebaved himeell, Mr, Jenkins
has leit in the Zones otlice 'he names ol the per-

from the Dattery inclosure,

Dre. Harris and Dalton believe that if they
are, hereafter, promptly notided of cholers
cases, they can check the disease in Qs ineipi-
ent singes; but \n case of the previlence of
disrrhen they fear a panic among the inoab-
tants of tenement-houses—a panie which may
be more disastrous than even the much-dreaded
c¢holera. Much difficvity nas been exverienced
in securing good female narses who have no
fear of choleras  Applicalion has been made to
the various mission societies; but many of the
nurses whom they recommended are not fitted
for the work,
